Mn Poe had at first denied 
signing any authorizatioo, but 
then said he remerabmd sign* 
Ing one paper after he was re* 
teased from the subpoena, mak- 
inf him party to a suit against 
the grand jury procedure. . 

Onvaiion’ Charged 

The defease hu charged that 
fedr. Poe, an F.ai. infomMr tinea 
January. 1972, had “invaded” 
the defense camp, first at 
the grand jury hearings, then 
through bis supposed friend- 
ship with Mr. CahilL The Gov- 
ernment bu denied the allega- 
Cions. 

During a court hearing at 
the time of the grand juiy. Guy 
L Goodwin, the Justice Depart- 
ment prosecutor who brw^t 
the indictment, swore that a 
list of clients, including Mr. 
Pv, represented a grmip of 
tile victims' lawyers, contained 
no Govenunent ^enta or In- 
formers.

-'Only 830 to $3S billion of the 
Pentagon budget is related to de- 
fense of the continental he 
said. The 860 to 865 millidb bal- 
ance. he added, is "the enor- 
mously costly" amount the Penta- 
gon spends to keep 420.000 U.S. 
troops abroad in Europe. Asia, 
etc. 

Holum cited the Pentagon's own 
calculations that had cost U.S. 
taxpayers 817 billion each year 
to keep 200.000 U.S. tnnps in 
Western Europe. 

Tpis is exactly the amount that 
Presidmt Ford proposes to slash 
in spending for public service 
jobs, housing, health care, wel- 
fare and education programs in 
his.1976 budget. 

On the other band. Ford re- 
quested an increase of 88 to 89 
billion for the Pentagon this year 
and budget authority to spend 
8105 billion. His long-range bud- 
pt forecast is for Pentagon spend- 
ing |to rise.lo 8149 billion by 1980. 
Givfcn the consistent understate- 
meiit by Ford advisers of these 
disastrous figures, the actual

"We should bring home the di- 
visions in South Korea and ^th- 
draw troops from Thailand.'^ he 
said.

Congr^ is already vacillating 
on the question. Memben of 
Congress for Peace Through Law 
sent a letter to President Ford 
last week signed by 82 Senators 
and Representatives asking him 
to drop his request for aid to 
Indochina and to flght "inflalioo. 
domestic recession, and growing 
shortages of necessary raw mate- 
rials." as proof that the jetton

But MCTL. an iofluential%r«wp 
in past efforts to trim military 
spending, has not appointed any 
of its members to bead the Cent- 
mittee on Military Spending. Un- 
like past years, no list of weap- 
ons systems that should be 
scrapp^ has been drawn up 
the group. 

Rep. Les .Aspin (D-Wis.: pre- 
pared for the group in Detember 
proposals for 88.5 billien |i mili- 
tary cuts, including del< bon cf 
85.2 billion for air crafts, missiles 
and ship procurement. Aspin also 
proposed a S2.S bOHon cut in 
fuD^ for military masRower. 

But antt-war leaders diarged 
that these arc "tokeiF* cuts con- 
sidering Ford’s proposals for cut& 
in social programs and the disas- 
trous state of the economy. 

Sen. John L. McClellan <D-
